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lives of the many young men and women who are now more and more coming 
forward to devote themselves to Christ's service, especially in the mission field. 
We seem to be living in ‘the time foretold in Rev. xiv. 6, when the Apostle beheld 
an angel flying “ in the midst of heaven having the everlasting Gospel to preach 
unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation and kindred and tongue 
and people "and the message is suited to our age, for it calls for the worship’ of 
the God of the Bible, not of the God dreamt of by modern scientists who cannot 
create, but of One “‘ that made heaven and earth, and the sea, and the fountains 
of waters.” 


There reach us from many sources, public as well as private, distressing 
acoounts of the persecutions carried on by the Russian Government against both 
the Lutherans of the Baltic Provinces and the Stundists of the Russian Empire. 
Russia has, just now, cause for thankfulness in the merciful deliverance of the 
Czarewitch from the sword of an assassin, and all Europe will rejoice with her 
that the evil design of this fanatic has been frustrated. But is there not a lesson 
here for her to learn? Is not this hatred, which she shows to all outside the 
pale of what she calls the Holy Orthodox Church, itself a fanaticism? Are not 
the imprisonments and banishments, often resulting in death, which she merci- 
lessly deals out to dissenters from her creed, so many illustrations of the 
murderous spirit of fanaticism ? Of one thing she may be asgured, that this is 
not Christianity. If the Church of the Russian Empire professes to be “ holy,”’ 
Jet the holiness appear in her actions. If she boasts of “ orthodoxy” let these 
un-Christian persecutions be suspended, and let the teaching ef Christ and of His 
Apostles be followed, which ever rested on persuasion, not on force. 


_ Reme was wont in former days to defend herself against the charge, of 
persecution by saying that the Church never persecutes, she only hands over to 
the secular arm those whom she cannot persuade; but this defence availed but 
little when it was known that the persecution carried out by the secular arm had 
the hearty approval and even benediction of the Church. One of the propositions 
selected from. Lauther’s writings, and condemned by Pope Leo X in 1520 as 
“ pestiferous and destructive,” was that “it was against the will of the Spirit of 
God that heretics should be burned; "’ and Thomas Aquinas, whose writings are 
specially commended by the present Pope, in discussing the question whether 
toleration should be shown to heretics, comes to the. conclusion that they 
“ deserye not only to be separated from the Church by excommunication, but 
even to be excluded from the world by death.” Now, granting that Rome is the 
worst offender in this matter, is the ‘‘ Holy Orthodox ” Greek Church much better ? 
Banishment to Siberia may not always involve death, but it entails the infliction 
of cruel sufferings and privations and separations, for which those who, contrary 
to Christ’s precept and example, so oppress their brethren must one day give 
account.

Considerable anxiety is beginning to be felt as to the future of the educa- a 
tional system of ‘our country, arising from the Government proposal to devote Ss 
the surplus of the last Budget to Free Education. It will be difficult to keep ¥ 
public funds free from popalar control, and the tendency of the age is to secularize £5: 
education and Iéave religion to shift for itself. It is to be hoped that wisdom & 
will be given to our rulers in this emergency, and that they will not be content A 
with merely seeking to avoid offending the denominational prejudices of those om 
who prefer. voluntary sehools, but that if the momey of the nation is to be pent ‘i

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on education it may be on a system of education based on the Bible, which all 
must read who avail themselves of such education. Secular education is too 
often represented as the only legitimate escape from denominational education, 
but there is another and a better way. Let God’s Word be honoured as such, 
and even if it be read without note and comment, let the Bible be treated as the 
authoritative standard of all teaching as to religion and morality. If this be 
refused, voluntary schools in which the Bible is read will alone afford an educa- 
tion that can be considered Christian. 


The Annual Conversazione of the Evangelical Alliance was held on the 21st 
of May at the Regent's Park College, by the kind permission of Principal Angus.

Other interesting addresses were 
given by the Rev. Dr. Frank Russell, of New York, and the Rev. Dr. Fuller, of 
Aintab, in Turkey. 


Death has been very busy in the ranks of the Evangelical Alliance during 
the past few weeks. Alderman Sir R. N. Fowler, Bart., «.r., whose sudden 
_ death within the last ten days has come as a shock to the civil no less than 
in the religious world of London, was a Vice-President of the Alliance, and 
the loss caused by his removal will be keenly felt. The decease of the Rev. 
Dr. George Osborn robs the Alliance of one of its earliest members—*‘a father 
and a founder” of the Institution—one who rendered most valuable service in 
its organisation, and as a member of the Council; who remained a cordial and 
attached member to the day of his death. The Rev. Francis Cruse (Vicar of 
Worthing) was also a member of the Council, and continued to take a very 
hearty interest in the whole work of the Alliance, until his removal by death ; 
several other but less well-known members have also entered into rest. Among 
the members of foreign branches may be mentioned, Dr. Edmond de Pressensé, 
of Paris, and the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, of New York. The intelligence
